got word of the fire 
and

Bob Brown and W 
B Fonda 
got into the 
Dowdle 
car with the 
fire buckets and made the run 
to 
Pima in 21 minutes 
Chief Schroeder started 
out with 
the 
hose 
cart 
but the cart got 
ditched and 
was abandoned 
on tht1 
road to Thatcher 
the 
hose 
being 
taken to Pima in another car 
When 
Chief Schroeder reached Pima 
he 
found he could not use 
the hose 
as 
there were no fire plugs 
The other boys Btarted 
In as soon 
a3 they reached the burning build ¬ 
ings and worked like beavers to save 
the twd story dwelling north of the 
Lines 
building and they were suc ¬ 
cessful

building 
occupied 
bv 
the

Bros 
was a two story brick 
The first 
floor 
was 
occupied 
as a 
general 
merchandise store 
and 
in 
one corner 
was 
a branch 
of the 
Citizens Bank of Thatcher 
The fire 
is supposed to have started 
in the 
rear of the store and its origin is 
not known

second 
floor was the 
dance 
hall 
the largest dance hall 
in the 
valey 
A stage in the east end of 
the building was used for plays and 
forspeakers at meetings 
The two houses 
adjoining 
which 
were also destroyed were used as a 
pool room and for storage purposes 
The buildings stock and fixtures 
were a total loss
